REGULATIONS  RESPECTING  PILOTS. 


Licensing  of  Pilots. 

Article  03. — Tlie  StandiiiL'  ('nmmittoe  on  Pilots. 
Beacons  and  Buoys,  shall  <uminiin  to  their  assistance 
two  or  more  duly  (jualiticd  and  licrusud  [lilots  as  asses- 
sors, totrcther  with  some  nautieal  man,  and  such  Stand- 
ing Committee,  aided  hy  such  a>st'Ssors,  >hall  he  the 
Board  of  Examiners  tor  the  (.xamiuation  oi'  persons  de- 
sirin<jj  to  be  apprenticed  as  J'il'ts,  and  subsequently 
applyin<:  for  license  as  Pilots.  But  the  Pilots  so  sum- 
moned as  assessors  shall  not  have  any  vote  on  such  Board. 

Article  G4. — Every  pers(jn.  who  on  the  first  day  of 
January,  one  thousand  eidit  hundred  and  seventy-four, 
was  serving  an  apprenticesliiji  to  be  a  Pilot,  shall  re- 
ceive his  licen.<e  as  a  Pilot  at  tlic  time  and  on  the  con 
ditions  mentioned  in  the  .'i2nd  Secti(m  of  the  Pilotage 
Act  1873,  in  conformity  with  the  provi.4ons  of  the 
said  Act,  providing'  such  per>(»n  shall  pass  an  exami- 
nation respecting  the  ()ualitieati(ins  rei|uired  of  him 
under  the  Law,  By-law,  lluK'  or  Regulation  in  force  at 
the  time  he  commenced  iiis  apprenticeship.  Such  ex- 
amination to  be  so  passed  by  the  Board  of  Examiners 
for  Pilots  created  under  these  Bylaws. 

Article  ti5.  —  No  person  shall  be  recognised  as  an 
Apprentice  within  the  meaning  of  the  Pilotage  Act  or 
of  these  By-laws,  unless  lie  shall  have  been  previously 
licensed  as  such  Apprentice  in  the  manner  hereinafter 
provided. 

Article  GO.— Persons  desirous  of  obtaining  a  license 
to  be  apprenticed  for  the  purpose  of  becoming  Pilots, 
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may  make  npplication  tn  thi'  Board  of  Examinori  for 
such  license.
